A SERMON.

«| tell you may, but except ve repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish.” Luke xiii: 5. 

This passage has long been considered 
by agreat share of the Christian world, 
toteach the doctrine, that a portion of 
the human family will be endlessly mis- 
erable: so much s8o,that it has been quo- 
ied, time after time,as though it were an 
incontrovertible evidence of the truth of 
that sentiment. Consequently, it is oft- 
ea quoted to prove the falsity of that doc- 
rine which teaches that the Lord is good 
unto all, and his tender mercies are o- 
yer all his works, We believe, howev- 
er, that this is far from being the true 
application of the text, We will there- 
fore give our reasons for dissenting from 
the commonly received opinion concern- 
ing this passage, endeavor to give it its 
true application, and as far as we are 
capable, restore to these oft-perverted 
words of our Saviour, their primitive 
meaning. 

Had the doctrine of endless misery 
heen the sentiment which Jesus intend- 
ed to teach by these words, it would not 
voly make bimy teach precepts drectly

Z be the truth of God at other times,but 
would make him teach a doctrine totally 
opposed to the whole design of his mis- 
sion into the world, 
thatthe Father giveth me shall come to 
ne, and him that cometh to me, I will in 
no wise cast out. For Lcame down trom 
heaven, not to do mine own will,but the 
wilof him that sent me. And this ts 
the Father’s will which hath sent me, 
that of all which he hath given me t 
should lose nothing, Dut should raiee it 
up avule at the fast day.” 

Here permit me to ask, how many 
were given to Christ? For ali that were 
given him, ‘‘Shall remember and turn 
untothe Lord,” who will have merey,and 
abundantly pardon, and Christ will iaise 
tiem up again at the last day, 

Sath the Calvinist—‘*‘bhe elect, and 
fe elect alone, were given to Cairist; 
aud the rest of men and angels, were 
piedestinated for the glory oi God, unto 
evellasting death.” 

Saith the Arminian— Those alone 
were given.to Christ who believe on his 
word and obey his commands, while in 
‘this probationary state.”* 

But saththe Redeemer of the world — 
‘The Father loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things ete his hands.’? Aad 
again, ‘‘These words spake Jesus, aud 
lilied up his eyes to heaven and said, Fa- 
ther, the-hoursis come; glorify thy Son, 
that thy Son may-also glorify thee. As 
thou hast given him power over all flesh, 
that he should give eternal liie, to as 
many as thou hast given -him-—and this 
ws life cternal,that they might know thee 
the only true God, and Jesus Christ 
whom thou hast sent—L have glorified 
thee on earth, dhave finished the work 
thou gavest-me to do.”?. Whose testimo- 
hy will you receive? I beseech you to 
receive the testimony .of him who spake 
4s never man spake. For he hath re- 
ceived cf the Father universal domiuiun, 
that by one sacrifice of himself, he might 
through the blood of the cross, reconcile 
all things to God, 

But to retarn to the text, ‘‘I tell you 
nay, but except ye repent, ye shall ail 
likewise perish.” Those who apply this 
‘extto a future state of existence, take 
lor granted the very point which remains 
‘o be proved—namely, that ‘‘perish,”’ 
means endless misery. For it will be 
observed that there is nothing more, ei- 


and there was a calm.”’ 

2. We find it used to designate a state 
of Starvation. After the prodigal son 
had wasted his substance, and spent his 
portion in riotous living, he applied to a| 
cilizen of that country, who sent him! 
forth into his fields to feed swine. Here | 
being reduced as he was,to such a state | 
of poverty and distress, after a sober re- | 
flection upon his past misconduct, he ex-| 
claimed, ‘How many servants of my fa- | 
ther have bread enough and to spare,and | 
I perish with hunger. I will arise and_ 
go to my father, and will say unto hin, | 
father 1 have sinned against heaven, and | 
in thy sight.” An example worthy of | 
imitation by many at the present day. 

3S. We find this word used to desig- 
nate the natural death of mankind. For 
itis written, ‘ All flesh shall perish to- | 
gether, and man shall turn again unto! 
dust,” 

4, We sead that ‘the righteous per- 
isheth, and no man ‘layeth it to heart | 
and that “there is a just man who per-| 
isheth in his righteousness. ”’ 

Thus we see that perish does not im-. 
ply endless misery; for none will contend | 
that a righteous or just nan will be con- , 
signed to the torments of an endless hell. | 

“Except ‘ye repent, ye shall all like-| 
wise perish.’’ On the phrase, ‘‘likewise | 
perish,’? Dr. A. Clarke says, ‘‘Ye shall | 
perish in like way,or the saine manner,”’ 
Parkhurst is to the same import, for,saith | 
he, ‘the word here rendered likewise, |

Had the Saviour been describing | 
those beings who had 

been cast down to the regions of despair, 

there to spend a never ending eternity in | 
pain and anguisi—I say had he ~~ 
conversing upon this subject, and to the 

question, ‘Suppose ye that these were 

sinners above all others?’’ had answered, 

“dD tell you nay but except ye repent, ye! 
shall all likewise perish.’? there would | 
have been goad ground for the inference | 
that is generally drawn from the text — 
But such was not the case; for we are 
informed, in the context,that there were 
some present, who informed Christ of 
the Galileans, whose blood Pilate had 
mingled with their sacrifices. Jesus an- 
swered and said, ‘Suppose ye,that these 
Galileans, were sinners above all the 
Galileans because they suffered such 
things? Or those eighteen, upon whoin 
the tower of Siloam fell, and slew them; 
think ve that they were sinners above all} 
men that dwellin Jerusalem? I tell you! 
nay, but except ye vepent, ye shall all 

likewise (or in like manner) perish.’’— | 
Bishop Pearce, paraphrases the passage | 











thus,'* Except ye (the nation of the Jews) | 
repent, your state shall be destroyed,” | 
which was literally fulfilled at the close | 
of the legal dispensation, The evideut| 
meaning of the phrase is, then, that if| 
the Jews did not repent of their sius, aud | 
turn unto righteousness, break off their 
evil and abominable practices, and serve 
the one living and true God, they should 
be destroyed, and that without remedy. 
And that there should be a similarity be- 
tween their destruction, and that of the 
Galileans, and also of those ug0n whom 
the tower of Siloam fell. 


Such was, literally ,the fate of this nn- 
happy people. For afier they had re- 
jected the Messiah,and killed the Prince 
of life, agreeably to the prediction of the 
Saviour, they were subdued by the Ro- 
mans—their city laid waste—their tem- 
ple burned,and they themselves destrov- 
ed by the edge of the sword, famine and 
pestilence, so that the number slain in 
Jerusalem and its neighboring cities, 
according to Josephus, was about one 
million three hundred and fifty seven 
thousand; besides those who were car- 
ried away captives into all nations. Thus

were this people destroyed, or dispersed 
to the four quarters of the earth, to be- 
come a by-word among all nations. 


And there was, likewise, a great sim- 
ilarity between their destruction and that 
of the Galileans,and of those upon whom 
the tower in Siloam fell. For, saith Dr. 
Adam Clarke, when Jerusalem was ta- 
ken by the Romans, multitudes of the 
priests, etc., who were going on to the 
sacrifices, were slain, and their blood 
was mingled with the blood of their vic- 
tims; and multitudes were buried under 
the ruins of walls, houses and temples. 
Thus instead of teaching the doctrine of 
endless misery, the text refers to the de-

general 

I would not be understood to say, that 
all men ahall not receive punishment for 
their sins.or that repentance is not nec. 
essary. For no doctrine is more plain-

God ‘‘will by no means Clear the guilty.”’ 
‘*For unto lrim belongeth mercy, for he 
rendereth to every man according to his 
works,” ‘Tribulation and anguish up- 
on every soul of man that doeth evil, of 
the Jew first, and also of the Gentile— 
but glory, honor and peace, to every 
man that worketh good, to the Jew first, 
and also to the Gentile. For there is no 
respect of persons with God.” 

But it is taught in the Scriptures e- 
qually as plain that punishment is limit- 
ed and designed to reform ‘For the 
Lord will not cast off forever,but though 
he cause grief, yet will he have coimpas- 
sion according to the multitude of his 
mercies, for he doth not afflict willingly, 
nor grieve the children of men.” ‘For 
I (the Lord) will not content forever, 
neither will | be always wroth, for the 
spirit should fail before me,and the souls 
which I have made.” ‘For the iniqui- 
ty of his covetousaess was [ wroth, aud 
sinote him: [ hid me, and was wroth,and 
he went on frowardly in the way of his 
heart. Lhave seen his ways and will 
heal him, I will lead him also, and re- 
store comforts unto him andto bis mourn- 
ers.” ‘LT create the fruit of the lips; 
peace, peace, to him that is far off, and 
to him that is near, saith the Lord, and 
I will heal him.” ‘Buatthe wicked are 
like the troubled sea when its. waters 


cannot rest, whose waters cast up mire | 


and dirt. 
God, to the wicked.” For whom the 
Lord loveth, he chasteneth, and scourg- 
eth every son whom he receiveth. Ii ye 
endure chastening,God dealeth with you, 
as with sons, for what son is le whem 
the father chasteneth not? But if ye be 
without chastisement, whereof all are 
partakers, then are ye bastards aud not 
sons. Furthermore, we have had fa- 
thers after the flesh, who corrected us, 
and we gave them reverence; shall we 
not, much rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of spirits and live? For they, 
verily, for a few days chastened ug alter 
their own pleasure, but he tor our profit, 


that we might be partakers of his’ holi-} 


ness. Now no chastening for the pres- 
ent seemeth to be joyous, but grievous, 
nevertheless, afterwards, it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruits of righteousness unto 
them that are exercised thereby ” 

Repentance is necessary, for all stand 
in need of it. Not that repentence which 
characterises too many professors of re- 
ligiou at the present day--whichis caus- 
ed by fear of the endless wrath of an ot- 
feuded God—but that repentance,or rel- 
ormation, which is caused by the love of 
God shed abroad in the heart) For with- 
out this repentance or reformation, none 
can become holy; and without holiness 
no man cau see [enjoy] the Lord 


Thus have I endeavored, as far as I 
aim capable,to give the text its true signi- 
fication; aud to show that when rightly 
understuad,it is in perfect harinony with 
other portions of Scripture. And not- 
withstanding the degraded state of Isra- 
el, and the long period of time which 
has elapsed since they were cast off, yet 
when the text ts correctly interpreted, it 
does not militate ayainst their final res- 
toration, For when the compassionate 
Redeemer wept over Jerusalem, and be- 
held the approaching ruin which awaited 
the city, he lamented the fate to waich 
they were doomed. £O Jerusalem, Je- 
rusalem, which killest the prophets and 
stonestthem who aresent unto thee, htw 
often would I have gathered your ebil- 
dren together, as a hen gathereth her 
brood under her wings,but ye would not! 


Behold your house is left unto vou deso- |

their prospects had not the Seviour cast 
a ray of light around the future. ‘*Ver- 


ily 1 say unto you, ye shall not see ime! 


henceforth, until the time come when ye 
shall say, blessedis he that cometh im 
the name of the Lord.” 

However miserable the condition, or 
degraded the situation to which they were 


reduced, yet so sure as revelation can | 


be credited, the time of their redemption 
shall surely come. ‘‘For I would not, 


brethren, that ye should be ignorant of 


this mystery, (lest ye should be wise in 
your own conceits) that blindness in part 
is happened to Israel, until the fulness 
of the Gentiles be come in. And so all 
Israel shall be saved: 
there shall come out of Sion the Deliv- 
erer, and shall turn away ungodliness 
from Jacob: for this is my covenant unto 
them, when I shall take away their sins. 
As concerning the Gospel, they are ene- 
mies for your sakes: but as touching the 
election,they are beloved for the father’s 
sakes. For the gilts and ealling of God 
are without repentance. Four as ye in 
times past have not believed God, yet 
have now obtained mercy through their 
unbelief; even so have these also vow 
not believed, that through your mercy 

they also may obtain mercy. For God 

hath concluded them all in unbeliel,that 

he might have mercy upon all. O the’

finding out! For who hath known the 
miod of the Lord? or who hath been his 
counsellor? or whe hath first given to 
him, and it shall be recompensed unto 
him again?

This notion, however, isliable to many 
objections; some of which are noticed by 
Calmet, in the dissertation before men- 
tioned. It appears that in bis day the 
question had been asked, ‘‘How can peo- 
ple who feed upon human flesh be raised 
with their own flesh, since among them 
the flesh of one has often become the 
flesh of another?”? This question he an- 
swers very readily by refering to the 
omnipotence of God. The resurrection 
isnot deperdent upon natural causes; 
but is effected by the power of God. 

It appears to us, however, that there 
is an objection here against the opinion 
of Calmet and those who follow him, that 
has not been noticed. The flesh of can- 
nibals is made up in some measure of 
the flesh of other men, and perhaps, too, 
of the best and holiest Christians. Now 
how to separate this flesh,and yet vindie- 
ate divine justice—that’s the rub. The 
Christins who have been eaten, ouglt in 
justice to have the flesh which originally 
belonged to them, bat was afterwards 
incorporated withthe body of the cao- 
nibaly because unless they get all this 
flesh, their recompense in the future life 
will not be complete.

Observe the ground of the 
apostle’s hope. It was because God had 
promised, and could not lie. But when 
did he promise? at the time Paul be- 
lieved? No,but before the foundation of 
the world. It was then on the integrity 
of God alone that he depended, aod not 
on himself for the fruition of his hope.— 
Would Paul have been lost forever,had he 
not bad this hope before lis death? Ah, 
this isthe question. Letus look at it. Be- 
fore the world began God promised eter- 
nal life to Paul. Ifthis is the case, was 
not eternal life as sure to Paul before the 
world began as afier—before he believed 
as after? Yes,as certain as that God 
cannot lie. Suppose then, that Paul had 
died without this hope, and God had nev- 
er given him eternal life, what would be 
the result; Why, that he told a he, 
having promised eternal life to Paul but 
never gave itto him.
